The manufacturing companies are in an absolutely solvent 
condition. The condition of the Security Investment Conv- 
pany will in no way affect the Union Switch and 
Signal 


Company and the Westinghouse Air Brake Company. I 
would like it explicity understood that it was at the request 
of the Pittsburg Clearing House that we have suspended 
trading temporarily." 


The petition for a receiver of the concerns named, it is 


expected, will be made today. 
Bankers interested here ex- 


press no doubt of pulling the companies through success- 
fully. 


The embarrassment of the concerns is attributed to in- 


ability to secure funds on account of the stringency

Dual Effect of the 'Recall.' 


The "recall," which Los Angeles introduced into its charter 


as a means of compelling recalcitrant officials to resign or submit 
to being ousted from office, is an alleged reformatory process which 
is liable to be abused, as has been recently demonstrated in San 
Bernardino 
According to the San Diego Union, Mayor Hanford, 


wSo took orifice last spring, invoked "the recall" in order to oust two 
councilmer. who were not in harmony with his own so-called "wide 
open" policies. 
The objectionable 
councilmen were 
ousted and 


those who -vere chosen as their successors were supposed to be fully 
in accord with the administration. Subsequently the mayor became 
desirous of effecting a change in the office of city engineer, and he 
started the "recall'' machinery to work in order to accomplish this 
end. But the Council, which the mayor had succeeded in reorganiz- 
ing through tl e instrumentality of the "recall," refused to aid him in 
removing the engineer. "When the mayor summoned the latter to 
voluntarily resign or submit to ouster by the new process, he de- 
clined to obey and the Council sustained him. The fight which was 
thus started has become so bitter that the mayor's opponents are 
now threatening to invoke the "recall" against him. The situation 
thus created is certainly novel and interesting. 


It is quite evident from the experiences had with this new 


instrument for the removal of objectionable officers that it is a two- 
edged sword capable of cutting both ways. Indeed, it was demon- 
strated m one. case in Los Angeles wherein its use was invoked 
that a vigorous rmrforjty could easily reverse the result obtained at a 
regular election by sjsteojatically working up public opinion and 
ousting an official from his position for the commission of a real or 
fancied off< nse and then inducing the deluded voters tq substitute at 
the polls a successor more to the liking and more pliant to the will 
of the conspirators. In San Bernardino the chief effect of the "re- 
call'' seem? to be to arouse a discordant spirit in the city government 
and to keei the community in a constant state of turmoil, and thus, 
between them, put a complete stop to municipal progress.

market stopped production in the Butte, Montana, properties and 
dropped t'e price of refined copptr on the representation of over- 
production and over-stocking.

familiar to close observers of the eacling operators in Wall Street, 
who rely invariably on the stamprchng effect, one way or another, 
upon the cjnorant multitude who risk their money blindly in the 
stock pool and a CHMS has been looked for. The storm broke when 
the corner in United Copper, which F Augustus Heinze and his asso- 
ciates had organized, v\as smashed by tne Standard Oil ring unload- 
ing suddei ly and producing a decline so rapid and so great that with 
all his resourcefulness and wealth Heinze •vvas unable to arrest it 
and he -was caught in his own trap.

State of Russian Unrest. 


Alt o" the sensationalism with \\hich the first account of the 


arrest of \Villiam English Walling and his \\ife and her sister at 
St. Peters-Sure^ was clothed has been stripped from the story as re- 
vised in the di»patch announcing 'heir release 
They \vere accused 


of conspiring \\ith the Russian revolutionists and it was asserted 
with positiveness at first that crim nating documents had been found 
in their possession. It turns out that a casual acquaintance formed 
by Miss Rose Strunsky with some members of the Finnish pro- 
gressiveis's was the sole cause of the arrest of the party. A strict 
search of all of their belongings and a careful examination of all 
document^ in their possession was made without the discovery of 
anything to associate them with the Russo-Fmnish revolutionists. 
They were, consequent!}, release! but the director of the secret 
ponce Intimated to the American Charge d'Affaires that it would be 
desirable "or the party to leave Rissia permanently to avoid further 
embarrassment. 


The incident shows the frightful state of political unrest which 


exists in Russia. Walling and the Strunsky sisters are Socialists. 
Walling i*. a man possessed of independent means who has for some 
time past made a fad of the study oi socialism from the American 
point of -iew, namely, the reform of social conditions by strictly 
pacific methods. But the Muscov te government has reason to look 
upon every Socialist with suspicion and regard him as a revolutionist, 
for socialism in Russia is synonymous with revolution and anarchy. 
The inner circle of the Socialists constitute, 
in fact, the dreaded 


Terrorists who are responsible for the assassinations of those in 
high places who are interfering with their plans. Under these con- 
ditions it is not at all strange that the trio of Americans should have 
^been suspected of co-operating with the Russian Socialists to over- 
throw the government.
